pheno meno n which Sir J o hn Franklin 
was so well qualified to giv e. 
In tho se prim itiv e days it was held 
that the l« -» t m*xie o f w itnessing the o b 
so umtio n o f the sun was to watch it 
thro ugh pieces o f stuo ktHl glass, with 
which we were all duly pro v ided w hen 
we sallied fo rth to an o pen pi**ee o f 
gro und w here no thing impo d« « d the v iew. 
The re.suIt was that in the co urse o f u 
few minutes the no ses o f ev ery true pres
